cessful cultivation of literature as by their profound knowledge of the science to 
which they were specially devoted. In England the names of Hale and Not- 
tingham, of Blackstone, Camden, and Mansfield, and among the living, those 
of Campbell and Brougham will at once occur to all who have any knowledge of 
legal biography; and in our own country, the names, not less illustrious nor 
destined to a less enduring fame, the names not less illustrious of Kent and Story. 

It is not, however, of these great men, nor of any of them, that I now mean 
to speak. It is the privilege of age to indulge in recollections of the past, and I 
wish for a few minutes to exercise that privilege by stating to you my recollec- 
tions of the two eminent lawyers who about twenty-five or thirty years ago were 
the acknowledged chiefs and leaders of the bar in this city and State; whose 
title to that eminence was confessed by all, contested or doubted by none: John 
Wells and Thomas Addis Emmet. 

The speaker then pronounced a eulogy on these eminent advocates, not only 
on their private virtues, but on their peculiar and characteristic merits as orators, 
and said that it was to their intimate knowledge and nremitted cultivation of the 
best literature, ancient and modern, that their success and fame as orators was 
mainly owing. 

He closed by offering the following toast: “The memory of John Wells and 
Thomas Addis Emmet, who, uniting literature and law, rose to the summit of 
forensic eloquence.” 

Speech of Rev. Mr. Mirsurn, the blind preacher, in response for 
The Clergy: 

Mr. PREsipent.—In their name I sincerely thank you for your honorable re- 
cognition of the Clergy, and perchance that branch of it to which I belong may 
not be the least worthy to respond to your sentiment, for they were probably the 
first to penetrate the wilds of the new countries, carrying those precious com- 
modities—books. 

Were the church compared to an army, I should say the other clergymen pre- 
sent belonged to the artillery,—and good service are they doing in their permanent 
positions at the batteries and in the trenches, against our common foes, Ignorance 
and Sin. 

I happened to be drafted into the Light Brigade, whose service was upen the 
outskirts of the camp. Ina ministry, the twelfth year of which completed it- 
self yesterday, it has fallen to my lot to travel over two hundred thousand miles 
in the performance of parochial duties. 

Our training began in the saddle, and in lien of holsters, we carried saddle- 
bags crammed with books for study and for sale; for our church economy held 
it a duty of the minister to circulate good books, as well as to preach the 
Word. 

Let me change the figure. Although we were graduates of Brush College 
and the Swamp University, we were always the friends of a wholesome litera- 
ture. Picture then a young itinerant, clad in blue jeans, or copperas homespun ; 
his nether extremities adorned with leggings ; his head surmounted with a straw hat 
in summer, a skin cap in winter; dismounting from the finest horse in the settle- 
ment, at the door of a log cabin, which may serve as a schoolhouse or a squat- 
ter’s home, carefully adjusting on his arm the well-worn leather bookcase. See 
him, as he enters the house of one room, where is assembled the little congrega- 
tion of a half a dozen, or a dozen hearers—backwoods farmers and hunters, bring- 
ing with them their wives and little ones, their hounds and rifles. The religious 
service 1s gone through, regularly as in a cathedral. At its close, our young 
friend opens the capacious pockets of his saddle-bags, displaying on the split 
bottom chair, which has served him as a pulpit, his little stock of books, to the 
eager gaze of the foresters. Thus day after day does the circuit rider perform 
his double duties, as preacher and bookseller. Not a few men of my acquaint- 
ance have driven a large trade in this line, turning thereby many an honest 
penny. The plan was designed to work as a two-edged sword, cutting both 
ways—to place a sound religious literature in the homes of the people, and (as 
we bought at a discount of thirty-three per cent.) to enable men whose salaries 
were a hundred dollars a year (and who rejoiced greatly if they received half 
that amount) to provide themselves with libraries. But most of my sales were 
on credit, and the accounts are still, after eleven years, outstanding. I therefore 
quitted the business at the end of the first year. 

From this picture, you will see, that the relations of the clergy to the book 
trade are more intimate than may be generally known. 

But wherefore am I speaking, at a Festival given to Literary Men,—a man 
who cannot read? No one would cast a shade, however slight, upon a joyous 








scene like this. But if a testimony to the worth of knowledge may be wrung 
from infirmity, surely a farther personal allusion may be pardoned. 

Time was, when after a fashion I could read, but never with that flashing 
glance, which instantly transfers a word, a line, a sentence, from the page to 
the mind. It was the perpetuation of the child’s process, a letter at a time, 
always spelling, never reading truly. Thus fcr more thantwenty years, with the 
shade upon the brow, the hand upon the cheek, the finger beneath the eye, to 
make an artificial pupil, with beaded sweat, joining with the hot tears trickling 
from the weak and paining organ, to blister upon the page, was learning sought, 
Nevertheless, as I have striven to study my native tongue in Shakspeare’s dic. 
tionary, and eloquence in the well-nigh inspired page of Milton, or endeavored 
to look through the sightless sockets, yet light giving mind of Homer upon the 
plain of Troy; or have sat me at the wayside, with solitary Bartimeus, to hear, 
if we could not see the Son of Man, I have found that knowledge is its own reward, 
—an exceeding great reward. 

The waters of the fountain of learning are not the less, perhaps more sweet, 
because mixed with the bitter drops of suffering. 

Gentlemen booksellers, the leaves you scatter are from the tree whose fruitis 
for the healing of the nations. Gentlemen publishers, the well-heads opened in 
your press-rooms, may send forth streams to refresh and gladden the homes of g 
continent, so that “the parched land shall become a pool, and the thirsty land 
springs of water, and in the habitation of dragons, where each lay, shall be grass 
with weeds and rushes.” 

But if I magnify the office of a maker and seller of a book, how much more 
the authors. As Wolfe sadly and sweetly recited Gray’s Elegy, upon the St 
Lawrence, the night before his glorious fall on the plains of Abraham, he said, 
‘“‘T would rather have the honor of writing that poem than of taking Quebec to- 
morrow.” Were I to paraphrase his thought to my wish, it would be thus 
Could I have written the Sketch Book (turning to Mr. Irving), almost every word 
of which I had by heart, before I was eight years old; or have sung that ode 
commencing, ‘The Groves were God’s first temples” (turning to Mr. Bryant), 
which I committed to memory in a saddle on a western prairie, cheerfully would 
I go through life, binding this badge of infirmity upon my brow, to wear it as 
a crown; or groping in the unbroken darkness, so were it the Father’s will, for 
threescore years and ten of man’s appointed time. 

But what though the Sage’s pen and Poet’s song be not ours to utter or to 
wield! Is not the man greater than the author? Nor is theirs any ignoble lot, 
who are called to learn and show that, ‘They also serve, who only stand and 
wait.”

My Dear Sir:—At the Crystal Palace Banquet I was not called upon to 
give a toast, nor to reply to a toast; I therefore consider myself entitled to the 
liberty of writing you this post-prandial letter. 

As an active member of the N. Y. B. P. Association, you, of course, feel 
some curiosity respecting the impressions with which your guests went away 
from the Festival last Thursday evening. Mine I am sensible are not of so much 
importance as those of many others, but I feel assured that I shall be indulged in 
communicating them. 

To say for myself that I was highly pleased and abundantly repaid for my 
attendance, is only to state what you know must have been a logical and un- 
avoidable conclusion. The flowers and fruits, the music, the speeches, and the 
assembly, were all duly studied and appreciated by me. The assembly, how- 
ever, was the especial attraction. It was not to eat, nor to witness a tasteful 
and luxurious display that I went to New York, but the pleasure which I mainly 
anticipated was that of seeing and identifying the celebrities there assembled. 
In this gratification I was not disappointed, though I confess that I was not so 
completely satisfied as I had desired and hoped to be. It seemed to me that I 
stood in the midst of a rare cssembly of congenial spirits, intellectually known 
to each other, and brought together by a desire, if not of mutual personal ac- 
quaintance at least of mutual identification, yet tantalizingly kept in ignorance 
of one another’s presence by the conventional proprieties of ordinary festive oc- 
casions. My sense of this grievance, and perception that it was felt by others, 
set me to thinking whether the novel character of the assembly did not demand 
and would not justify new rules of etiquette, which should promote readier re- 
cognitions and a freer social intercourse among the parties assembled. A plan 
has occurred to me which (or the like of which) I am confident would be popular 
with your guests should this festival be repeated. Let the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion adopt and print on the backs of the cards of invitation which they issue, in 
substance, the following regulations :—Members of the Association, invited pub- 
lishers, and authors, shall severally be designated by cards of different colors,— 
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Persons desirous of making acquaintance at the Festival will keep their cards in 
sight.—Any person on presenting his card to another who has his card in sight, 
shall be considered entitled to a mutual inspection of cards.—Such inspection will 
be considered equivalent to an introduction by a mutual acquaintance.— Any 
person will at any time be at liberty to withdraw from the privileges of the 
cards by withdrawing the card which he holds from view. 

There! Mr. Secretary—is a suggestion which is new, but not harum-scarum, 
even though I did advise you to publish the “ Despair” poem in your ‘ Monthly,” 
—and you may rest assured that if put in practice at the next Festival, the hu- 
man nature of authordom will take to it as cats to milk.

A statement of the incomes of successful authors in this country from 
the sales of their books, correctly returned, would form an interesting 
«yapter of literary statistics. We should be glad to receive from Pub- 
lishers any information on this topic which they may think it proper to 
make public, either in general terms or in a more specific manner, 
where it can be done without impropriety. We were casually informed 
by a Boston publisher (Mr. Little, of Little, Brown & Co.,) that their 
house could show receipts for money paid for copyrights, to the amount 
of half a million of dollars, of which one hundred thousand was paid 
to a single family, which still retains the copyrights. Many other pub- 
lishing houses can quote similar documents, and they would be of con- 
siderable interest to those who have contended that genius, with us, is 
left to struggle and languish without recompense. Mr. Bryant, in his 
short but excellent address at the Festival, made the following sensible 
remarks, which show that he is a wise and judicious thinker, as well as 
& great poet. Mr. Bryant said :—“ The booksellers have been called the 
natural enemies of authors. * * * * But I deny the maxim. 
Authors and booksellers are each other's best allies. It is said that the 
bookseller grows rich on the labors of the author. What else has he to 
grow rich upon? What else should tempt him into the trade? How 
else would he be able to deal liberally with the author? When TI hear 
of a rich bookseller, I know that there have been successful authors.”
